We set ont ogam the next morning, 


But having shown how we passed the 
first day I need not dwell upon those 
which followed before we reached Banj» 
lona there being nothing of any great 
importance to telL Only Moll was now 
all agog to learn the Spamah dances and 
I cannot easily forget how, after much 
coaxing and wheedling on her part she
